oldest of all the arts, for it was the very first thing which our very 
first forefather did the very first minute of his life. Awaking one 
fine nce vie he drew—his breath; and when the very last of his 
descendants loses his taste for this beautifal as well as useful practice, 
and ceases to draw—hie breath, it will be a bad look-out for the 
human race generally. Those who intend to be alive at the time will 
do well to make a memorandum of this. 

The Art of Drawing may be treated of in several ways, but the 
most convenient will perhaps be to describe, first, the art itself; 
secondly, the instraments with which it is to be practised; and 
thirdly, the material upon which the drawing is to be made, What- 
ever else may happen, Bray let us be systematic. 

Firstly, then, as to the art itself. Drawing is one of the most 
wide- of accomplishments. All persons may not be able to 
play piano, plenty cannot sing, hundreds don’t t, but every- 

ly draws. jome draw conclusions, frequently without any 
warrant; some draw houses—actors for instance; some draw corks 
(although it is Lerag as a rule, to leave this to the waiter); some

Scondly, as to the instruments used in Drawing. These are as 
various as art itself, A broom-handle was probably used to 
draw tears in olden times; and even teeth are not to be drawn 
with a crayon or a lead pencil. are used to draw badgers, but 
are not of much service to draw either comparisons or corks; while 
beer and trucks may be drawn with no instrument whatever.
